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But before | make further anſwer to this 
exception , | would knovv, to what end it | 
is made , and what advantage the Authors 
thereof doe hope to gaine by it. For the 
reaſon, I think why the name ALTaR is ſo 
much ſcrupled at, is, becauſe it is though 
to imply ſacrifice. But Iuſtm Martyr and Ire 
nes are well enough knowne, to call the 
Euchariſt both an Merion and ſacrifice : yea 
the latter to dwell upon that theme. What 
gaine is there then, that the name A r- 
TAR is not tobe found i in thoſe works of 
theirs, which remaine,if chat of oblation and
